“We found that a majority, but 
not all, of the employes and boys 
thought that Tindall had been 
giving them a square deal. They 
thought he was trying to help the 


‘boys, and that he was getting 


started in the right direction, 

“In addition, we found evidence 
beyondany question of a very 
sordid history of one incident aft- 
er another.of gross brutality. This 
was under’the Munyon adminis- 
tration only. We went back as 
far as the 30s, and found that 
gross brutality was pretty much 
limited to the Munyon administra- 
tion.” 

Among those questioned in pri- 
vate was Robert Kirk, the school's 
personnel director, accused of 
brutality toward the boys by an 
earlier witness. Kirk wag to have 
been discharged by Tindall, but 
the Governor fired Tindall a day 
before Kirk was due. to be re- 
placed, and Kirk stayed on at the 
institution.

election.

The rural legislators, outnum- 
bering those from the cities four 
to one, had been organized into 
almost a solid bloc by the Missouri 
Farmers’ Association, which was 
aided by the astute Gary Spencer, 
lobbyist for gasoline interests and 
recoghized as the most efficient 
representative of special interests 
at the capital these days. 

The rural bloc voted almost as 
a unit to defeat every amendment 
presented, heeding without ques-

De Valera had headed Eire's 
Government since 1932, He mus- 
tered only four votes outside his 
own party, the Fianna Fail. (Sol- 
diers of Destiny), in his bid to 
retain power.. He lost 70 to 75. 

Costello was supported by a 
coalition of five opposition parties, 
The vote electing him Prime Min- 
ister was 75 to 68. 

Costello, 56 years old, is one of 
Dublin's leading lawyers. He was 
Attorney General in the Eire Gov- 
erAments of William Cosgrave. 
When De Valera came to power, 
Costello returned to private law 
practice but remained in the Dail 
as leader of the opposition Fine 
Gael (United Irish) party. Since 
then he has appeared in nearly 
all of Elre’s biggest court cases, 
His annual income is reputed to 
be about $40,000.

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MAYORS URGE FEDERAL AID 
TO SPUR BUILDING OF HOMES 


‘Only Practicable’ Step. |

NEW YORK, Feb. 18—A reso- 
lution seeking federal aid to stim- 
ulate construction of dwellings for 


lower and middle income groups 
today was adopted unanimously by 
the United States Conference of 
Mayors. Passage by Congress of 
the Taft-Ellender-Wagner Act, 


housing and inducements to priv- 
te enterprise to promote higher 
income level building, was urged. 

Speakers had described the 
housing shortage to the Mayors of 
250 municipalities as “the nation's 
No, 1 problem.” They agreed in 
the resolution that construction 
with private capital alone was un- 
feasible because of high building 
Inducements offered thus 
far by several states have proved 
insufficient. 

“It therefore appears essential 
for the Federal Congress to pro- 
vide for the continued large scale 
construction of publicly owned and 
low-rent housing proj- 


incentives to private capital for 
the development of living accom- 
modations for moderate income 
groups,” the resolution said. 


Emergency Continuing. 

“The emergency need for ade- 
quate housing facilities continues 
unabated,” the resolution set\ 
forth, “and there is a crying need 
for the construction throughout 
the nation of many millions of 
dwelling units to house our re- 
turned veterans and their fam- 
ilies, and to provide sanitary and 
decent accommodations for all in- 
come groups. 

“Costs of construction and de- 
molition of present sub-standard 
dwellings in most urban commu- 
nities are so high as to make 
it economically unwise for private 
builders to construct dwellings for 
all but the higher income groups 
of our national economy. 

“The urban redevelopment acts 
recently adopted in many states 
have as yet not offered sufficient 
incentive to private capital to en- 
gage in any large scale constryc- 
tion of dwelling units designed 
for sale or lease to low or mod- 
erate groups. 

Taft Housing Bill Praised. 

“The so-called Taft-Ellender-| 
Wagner bill introduced in the | 
present Congress of the United 
States offered the most acceptable, 
and, in fact, the only practicable 


was resolved that Mayors’ 
conference urgently petition Con- 
gress “to take immediate action 
to accomplish the housing objec- 
tives as recited in the preamble of 
the Taft-Ellender-Wagner Act.” 
Members of the Mayors’ confer- 
ence also petitioned Congress to 
pass legislation temporarily pre- 
serving existing public housing 
Originally built with federal funds 
to meet war exigencies. By terms 
of the Lanham Act, the United 
States Public Housing Administra- 
tion is rapidly disposing of such 
structures, selling them either for 
removal or occupancy. 

The properties should. be con- 
sidered an “expendable by-product 
of war,” the Mayors resolved, and 
efforts at réclamation should be 
abandoned.

Behind the Eyeglass Kickback. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As an oculist who has not been in- 
cluded in the list of doctors accused of 
accepting rebates on optical goods, I 
would like to ask the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch to start investigating the basic 
causes which have brought on this con- 
dition. 

You probably would then see fit to put 
on the same valiant fight to re-educate 
the public in its completely erroneous 
conception that a pair of glasses is a 
piece of merchandise. 

The public is willing to pay a consider- 
able amount of money (and hidden 
profit) for this piece of merchandise, 
whereas it regards the professional serv- 
ice of examination as something which 
can be had cheaply or even “free.” In 
your own advertising optical 
houses are continuously lending support 
to this notion. . 

As a result of this false concept of the 

a merchandiser of glasses or 
magpie s -adierwe refractionist can well 
make a $15 to $20 net profit and often 
would give the glasses unnecessarily in 
order to obtain this profit. 

A highly trained eye physician charg- 
ing $15 for his examination will, in the 
average case, be lookéd upon as charg- 
ing a most excesstve fee; even though 
this is usually not more and frequently 
is less than the “profit” made by the 
non-medical man on his glasses. 

Under the present situation and public

| Telephone Facts and Fictions 


Elaborate: calculations which are at war 
with realities are of no avail.—Chief Justice 
Hughes in Lindheimer v. Illinois Bell Tele- 
phone Co. 


This simple declaration from an opinion of the 
Supreme Court in a telephone case 15 years ago 
may well be the text of those fighting South- 
western Bell's $3,000,000 rate increase applica- 
tion before the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission. 

Southwestern Bell, aided by the best strategists 
of its parent A.T.&T., has presented elaborate 
calculations, to prove it needs $3,000,000 addi- 
tional a year from telephone subscribers in Mis- 
souri. But in Missouri A.T.&T. has no push- 
over such as it has had in some other states in 
its nationwide drive for higher rates. 

John P, Randolph, general counsel of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission, says to the company, in 
effect: “Justify each charge or take it out of your 
list of operating expenses.” For obviously, if left 
to its own devices, a utility can present a list of 
operating costs to justify any rate whatever. 


Randolph’s line of questioning implies that the- 


company’s expenses are padded and its profits 
kept ostensibly low in seven or eight chief ways. 


For Services Rendered 


First, there is the “management contract fce” 
under which Southwestern Bell pays A.T.&T. 


1% per cent of its gross operating income— — 


more than $700,000 a year in Missouri alone. 
This type of flat fee from a subsidiary long 
since was outlawed for electric, gas and water 
companies. Subsidiaries in power, gas and water 
pay to the parent corporation a fee.based strictly 
on the value of specific servicés rendered. Why 
shouldn't it be the same for the telephone com- 
pany? | 

Southwestern Bell defends the fee chiefly on 
the ground that it goes to pay A.T.&T. for re- 
search and experiment toward improving tele- 
phone equipment... But Southwestern Bell buys 
virtually all jts telephone equipment from West- 
ern Electric, another subsidiary of A.T.&T. It 
pays for this research and equipment once in the 
price it pays Western Electric. Why should it 
pay again in a special fee to the holding com- 
pany? . i 

Are farmers buying seeders or reapers from 
International Harvester asked to pay the pur- 
chase price and, in addition, a fee for Interna- 
tional Harvester’s research and experimentation 
in farm equipment? 

Iff the telephone rate case in Georgia, the reg- 
ulatory commission refused to allow any charge 
for the management contract fee to A.T.&T. In 
Tennessee the commission reduced the claim 
by nearly half. 


M onopoly Prices 


Southwestern Bell’s purchases from Western 


Electric are an issue:on their own. Like ail 
A.T.&T. subsidiaries, Southwestern Bell contracts 


to purchase al] its equipment from Western Elec- 
tric (and also to let Western Electric market its 
second-hand equipment’ and junk). In this way 
Western Electric ie enabled to charge what prices 
it will. The teléphone industry is deprived of 


the pressure for reduced prices which would flow ~ 


from large-scale competition in the manufacture 
of telephone equipment. 
The courts once ordered Illinois Bell, in fig- 


uring its rate base, to knock off 10 per cent of 


‘the cost of purchases from Western Electeic over 
a considerable period. Later the California com- 
mission ordered a 30 per cent slash. Since then 
Western Electric’s prices have risen drastically. 
What adjustment, Mr. Randolph wants to know, 
is in order now in Missouri?. 


How Much Depreciation? 


A favorite device of corporations to conceal 
profits is to overcharge for depreciation. If in 
a utility industry, equipment is constantly re- 
paired and replaced so as to keep it in top oper- 
ating condition, real depreciation is obviously 
low. Yet the Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
charges depreciation (and amértization) at the 
rate of more than $17,000,000 a year. This re- 
calls the late Supreme Court Justice Pierce But- 
ler's candid comment on Illinois Bell's deprecia- 
tion practices: 2 


The questionable amounts annually charged 
to operat expenses for depreciation are 
large enough to destroy any basis for hold- 
ing that it has been convincingly shown that 
the reduction in income (ordered by the IIIi- 
nois Commerce Commission) in this suit 
would produce confiscation. 


In Tennessee the commission reduced the tele- 
phone company’s claimed expenses for annual 


depreciation by $418,500 a year. In New Jerscy, 
the commission knocked off $404,000. In Georgia, 


_ the commission took off approximately $80,000. 
In Missouri, revision of current depreciation . 


charges is secondary to the treatment of South- 
western Bell's huge depreciation reserve. This 
consists-of funds reserved for depreciation in an 
amount equal to approximately a third of the 
total plant valuation which the company claims. 
The practice of federal regulatory commissions 
is to deduct depreciation reserve from the rate- 
making base. The same method is used by many 
state public service commissions. In Kansas and 
Illinois, the Bell system permitted the deprecia- 
tion reserve to be subtracted from the rate base. 


To Save $1,000,000 


But in Missouri, Southwestern Bell has pre- 
sented its rate case with the full depreciation re- 
serve included in the rate base. An alternate 
‘exhibit shows the result if the Missouri Public 
Service Commission's standard formula of requir- 
ing utilities to pay themselves 3 per cent in- 
terest on their depreciation reserves is followed. 

To make no allowance for the depreciation re- 
serve is, in effect, to add $3,000,000 a year to the 
revenue Southwestern Bell actually requires for 
a fair return in Missouri. To have the company 
pay itself only 3 per cent interest on this re- 
serve, against perhaps a 5 per cent return to be 
permitted on the plant investment, would be to 
allow it approximately $1,200,000 a year in ex- 
cess of the requirement for a fair return on net 
claimed investment.. 

Southwestern Bell is now in the. midst of the 
greatest expansion in its history. The addition 
of 40,000 or 50,000 new telephones a year in Mis- 
souri alone naturally necessitates a costly rear- 
rangement and interconnection of the old facili- 
ties with the new. This is, of course, an ex- 
traordinary and, over the long haul, a non-re- 
curring expenditure. Yet the telephone company 
wants to charge the whole thing to current op- 
erating expense. 


Costs of Expansion 


Mr. Randolph insists that this is improper ac- 
counting. He insists that it is unfair to charge 
old subscribers with additional expense incurred 
in the expansion of facilities. 

Much of this chargé should be considered de- 
ferred maintenance and should have been pro- 
vided for by a reserve set aside for this purpose 
during the war, when regular maintenance was 
impossible because of the shortage of equipment 
and material. Southwestern Bell's failure to do so 
is the more difficult to explain because A.T.&T. 
during the war set up a deferred maintenance 
reserve of more than $11,000,000. 

The Tennessee commission ruled that South- 
ern Bell, on its operations in that state, had 
charged to current maintenance $764,712 which 
should have been attributed to postwar construc- 
tion. Following the same reasoning, the Georgia 
commission ruled out slightly more than $607,000. 
In Missouri, where operations are larger, appli- 
cation of the same reasoning would result in 
a larger saving and go further toward making 
a rate increase unnecessary. 


Rate Increase or Cut? 


The 40,000 to 50,000 new phones to be installed 
in Missouri in 1948 manifestly will increase the 
company's revenues. Yet the company’s exhibits 


giv® no recognition to this fact. It is as if arapid- 


ly expanding department store made no allow- 
ance for sales to new customers it felt certain 
to acquire during the course of the year. 

Southwestern Bell maintains a pension fund 
for-retired employes. In previous years, the fund 
was provided out of profits, Now the company 
wants to charge it to operating expense. But 
even if this is permitted, Randolph contends, 
the company has set up for the pension fund an 
amount nearly $109,000 in excess of actuarial 
requirements. 

This compares with a deduction on this ac- 
count of $130,488 enforced on the telephone com- 
pany in Tennessee and a deduction of $76,844 
ordered in Georgia. 

The Missouri Public Service Commission is 
fortunate in having the careful, searching work 
of the Tennessee and Georgia commissions to 
guide it in its deliberations. If the Missouri com- 
mission does an equally thorough job of looking 
into. the facts, Missouri telephone subscribers 
may~be found to deserve positive rate relief 
rather than a rate increase. For Southwestern 
Bell is and long has been a definitely more pros- 
perous property than Southern Bell, which op- 
erates in Tennessee and Georgla.

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_ A Victory for Henry Wallace 


There are no two ways about it, Henry A. Wal- 
lace has won a whopping victory in the election 
of the American Labor party nominee to an im- 
mediate seat in Congress from New York's Twen- 
ty-fourth District. 

It would have been calculated a Wallace vic- 
tory if the regular Democratic nominee, Karl 
Propper, backed by Boss Ed Flynn, had won by 
a narrow majority or even a margin substantial- 
ly reduced from the Democratic vote of 1946. For 
in the last congressional election: the regular 
Democrat polled 44 per cent, the American La- 
bor party only 27 per cent, the Republican 19 
per cent and the Liberal party candidate, 10 
per cent. | 

With Wallace backing, the Laborparty’s choice, 
Leo Isacson, has not only won, but has done so 
with a clear majority, 22,697 out of a total of 
40,597. This gives the American Labor party 
nominee 56 per cent of the vote. The regular 
Democratic total is down to 31 per cent and the 
Liberal party to 9 per cent. The Republicans 
are at the bottom with only 4 per cent. 

This overturn is not without its explanation. 
Next to the district of the previously lone Amer- 
ican Labor Party Representative, Vito Marcan- 
tonio, this is probably the best district in the 

‘eountry for a third-party contest. The large num- 
ber of Jews in the district made it responsive 
to the complaint of Mr. Wallace and his nominee 
that the Truman Administration has been “‘talk- 
ing Jewish but a Arab.” The Communists 


were able to concentrate a great deal of strength

behind the winner. And though Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt supported the Flynn choice, the Amer- 
ican Labor party nominee, rather than the Dem- 
ocrat, appealed to the voters to uphold the New 
Deal policies of the late F.D.R. 

In the light of all this, the probability is that 
Wallace followers over the country will make 
more of the victory than the.facts justify. None- 
theless there is enough in it to give the Truman 
Administration a lot to worry about. Whatever 


the comfort the G.O.P. gets is indirect and in 


terms of what Wallace took from the Democrats. 
Four per cent of the total is not much of a 
showing for the Republican party as such. 
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Poison for Missouri Highways 


Passage of the Curfy highway resolution by 
the Missouri House puts that ill-advised measure 
on the November ballot. 

This is doubly unfortunate. It means that 
there is almost no chance that the Legislature 
will do anything of itself to meet meantime the 
impending deficit in funds for highway: needs. 

It puts the voters to the necessity of rejecting 
a scheme to amend their State Constitution in 
such a way as to place highway building in the 
hands of several hundred county, city and other 
local authorities. 

There is good reason to believe that special 
oll and gasoline interests, aided by automobile 
and trucking organizations, used the Curry 
resolution to beat the Butler bill, which pro- 
posed a simple, direct attack on the problem ot 
rebuilding and extending our highway system. 

It will be interesting, therefore, to see now 
whether ‘these interests are as eager to pass the 
Curry resolution at the polls as they were to 
beat the Butler bill in the Legislature. 

Between now and next November every citi- 
zen owes it to himself to learn just what the 
Curry resolution would do to his state highway 
system and why he should vote against it. 
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A bill in the Mississippi Legislature would 
make it libelous for olfitsiders to criticize the 
state, Meanwhile, it would remain perfectly legal 
for insiders to keep the state wide open to 
criticism.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Section 4854 of the Revised Statutes of 
Missouri, commonly known as the Habitual 
Criminal Act, states, in part: “If any per- 
son convicted of any offense punishable by 
imprisonment in the penitentiary, or of any 
attempt to commit an offense which, if per- 
petrated, would be punishable by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary, shall be dis- 
charged either upon pardon or upon 
compliance with the sentence, and shall 
subsequently be convicted of any offense 
committed after such pardon or discharge, 
he shall be punished as follows...” 


There follow in this section statements 
fixing the additional amount of punishment 
to which the accused shall be subjected if 
convicted. 

This placing of an additional penalty 
upon the individual who commits more 
than one felonious offense strongly tends to 
discourage a repetition of crime, and con- 
stitutes an effective weapon for the state 
in protecting itself against criminals, A 
considerable part of its:value lies in the 
fact that, when a defendant is charged 
under it, a means is thereby provided by 
which the jury can be appraised of the 
previous bad record of the defendant. 
Usually there is no other way by which the 
jury can get this information because of 
the protections with which the law clothes 
criminal defendants. 


Barriers to Prosecution 


Along with its good qualities, the Habi- 
tual Criminal Act also contains a serious 
weakness which greatly impairs its useful- 
ness. This weakness lies in the provision 
of the statute that the act cannot be in- 
voked unless the defendant has been finally 
discharged from his previous conviction, 
either by pardon or by compliance with the 
sentence, 


This provision creates some wholly illogi- 
cal situations which impede criminal] prose- 
cution; which give unfair protection to 
habitual criminals; and for which there is 
no possible justification. 


Two prosecutions conducted in Callaway 
county in recent months afford a very good 
illustration of this fact. In the first case 
the defendant had previously been con- 
victed, in another county, of armed rob- 
bery, and sentenced to 35 years in the 


penitentiary. After having served 13 years 


he was paroled, and three weeks afterward 
committed burglary and larceny Calla- 
way county. He was apprehended and 
tried, 

Because of the provision in the Habitual 
Criminal Act which I have mentioned, I 
was unable to charge this man under that 
act, and’ so could not by that means convey 
to the jury the fact of this defendant's 
previous very bad record, and get for him 
additional punishment upon conviction, 


Jury for Acquittal 


The defendant did not take the stand to 
testify in his own behalf, standing on his 
constitutional right not to be forced to in- 
criminate himself, and so I was unable to 
bring out the fact of his previous record 
Dy cross-examination, as I could and would 
have done had he taken the stand to teatify. 


In my talk to the jury at the conclusion 
of the evidence, I was unable to call atten- 
tion to the highly significant fact that the 
defendant had failed to testify because 
Section 4082 prohibited me from doing so, 
The defense which the defendant offered 
was an alibi, that is that he had been some- 
where else’at the time the crime was com- 
mitted. Two- witnesses, both personal 
friends of the defendant, testified to this. 
This case went to the jury with the jury 
unaware that the defendant had ever been 
in any previous trouble whatever, After 
lerigthy consideration:and sharp disagree- 
ment, the jury finally brought in a verdict 
of acquittal. 


When then informed, unofficially, of the 


sentence for previous offense has been served or he has been 
pardoned, says prosecutor; statute cannot be invoked against one 
who commits a crime while on parole; the result is uneven justice. 


record of the defendant, they unanimously 
stated that if they had known this while 
they were considering their verdict, they 
would certainly have convicted him. Had it 
not been for the provision of the Habitual 
Criminal. Act of which I am complaining, 
the jury would have had the fact of the 
previous conviction before it. 


In this case, then, the provision of the 
Habitual Criminal Act which prevents the 
act being invoked unless the previous sen- 
tence had been fully discharged, meant the 
difference between the acquittal or convic- 
tion of a dangerous, hardened, habitual 
criminal. There is no way to tell how 
many times this provision of the act has 
been the deciding factor in clearing crimi- 
nals in the past, or, what is more impor- 
tant, how many criminals will escape 
justice because of it in the years to come 
if-it remains in the Habitual Criminal Act. 


Unequal Justice 


A few months after the above case was 
tried, a defendant went on trial here for 
felonious assault. (He had previously been 
convicted of a felony, sentenced to two 
years in prison, and had served the sen- 
tence. He was charged at this second trial 
under the Habitual] Criminal Act and got a 
five-year sentence, 


In the case of the first defendant, whose 
sontence was for 35 years and who had 
served 13 years of it, the Habitual Crimi- 
nal Act could not be invoked because the 
sentence had not been completed. In the 
case of the second defendant, it could be 
invoked, although his first sentence was 
only for two years. | 

There can be little question but that the 
first defendant deserved the additional pun- 
ishment afforded by the Habitual Criminal 
Act to a much greater degree than did the 
second deféndant, but due to the presence. 
in the act of the provision which I am dis- 
cussing, the act could not be applied to the 
defendant who most greatly deserved it, 
and could be applied to the one who was 
least deserving of it. 


Legislative Hint 


The Missouri Legislature now in session 
could rectify this condition by amending 
Section 4854 to the extent of eliminating 
from it the words “shall be discharged, 
either upon pardon or upon compliance 


. with the sentence.” 


The presence of this provision in this 
section hampers the prosecution of habitual 
criminals, and gives them an advantage 
which there is no defensible reason for 
them to have. 


That this top-often fatal weakness was 
woven into the Habitual Criminal Act by 
criminal defense lawyers in the Legislature 
seems probable, That every lawyer in Mis- 
souri who defends criminals would strenu- 
ously oppose its removal is certain, That 
it should be removed seems obvious.

A natural history museum such 
as that planned by the Academy 
of Science of St. Louis would be a 
great educationa) asset to the 
area, Clifford C. Gregg, director 
of the Chicago Natural History 
Museum, said last night. Gregg 
addressed the academy’s annual 
dinner at the University Club. 

There is no set \pattern for the 
development of a science museum, 
other than that it should be kept 
basically educational, Gregg said. 
He suggested that the academy 
decide the general plan to be fol- 
lowed, and then proceed with it 
as the organization’s budget per- 
mits. 

“The Chicago Natural History 
Museum, formerly knoWn as the 
Field Museum, is an outgrowth of 
the World's Columbian Exposition 
there,” Gregg said. “It was felt 
that it would be unfortunate if 
many of the outstanding exhibits 
from the fair were permitted to 
be broken up and distributed 
about the country. 

“Financing was 
through the generosity of Mar- 
shall Field, who at first gave 
$1,000,000 and later $8,000,000 more. 
The Field family has continued to 
show a great interest in the insti- 
‘tution. As your president, Strat- 
ford Lee Morton, has suggested, 
if a fair is held here in 1953 as a 
celebration of the one hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of the 
Louisiana purchase, St. Louis 
might be fortunate enough to gain 
a fine scientific institution such 
as we did. 

Work of Museum. 

“The place of the museum in 
the community depends on the 
character both. of the museum 
and the community. Attendance 
alone is not a measure. I must 
confess that some of our largest 
crowds at the Chicago Museum 
have been the result of a huge 
crowd at a football game at near- 
by Soldiers Field, combined with 
a sudden and violent thunder- 
storm.

Glass Blocks. 

EING always on the lookout 
Boor something new to keep the 

home owner busy and broke, 
we checked up the other day on 
glass blocks and ended up with 
enough information on the subject 
to get us on any number of radio 
quiz programs. 

These blocks are hollow, her- 
metically sealed and are translu- 
cent. The edges are corrugated to 
make them easy to assemble. 

The blocks come in different 
sizes and shapes. The standard 
size square blocks are 5% inches, 
7% inches and 11% inches. The 
rounded blocks are used for get- 
— around corners, 

he nice thing about these 
blocks is that they can be laid up 
either with mortar or by means of 
wood strips and wedges, For ex- 
posed work the mortar joint must 
be used, but for interior partitions 
where things don’t have to be too 
tight and there is no Ganger of 
moisture getting in, the wood does 
just fine. The advantage of setting 
the blocks in wood is that if you 


. don't like the glass partition where 


it is, you knock out the wedges, 
take down the wall and move it 
some place else.

§ stated in the last article, it

for a quick knock any time 
you have a chance for it. Here 
is an example of a type hand that 
I have seen misplayed far more 
frequently than I have seen it 
played correctly. Look at the 
hand, 

Before going any further sup- 
pose you decide what you would 
discard and why, and then see 
f we agree. 

The answer is that the correct 
discard is one of the four spots. 
It makes little difference which 
one you select although with this 
particular hand the four of spades 
is a slightly superior discard, 

The reason for discarding the 
four spot is that in so doing you 
give yourself a-four-card play for 
an immediate knock. The nine or 
six of hearts or either missing 
eight will enable you to knock 
with nine points. - 

In spite of ‘this most players I 
have watched discard either the 
eight of ‘spades or the seven of 


‘fhhearts, I imagine their reason for 


this is that they just don’t like to 
discard as low a card as a four 
spot. Whatever the reason the 
play is definitely wrong since that 
discard cuts the number of cards 
that will allow ,an immediate 
knock down to’ two and it 
shouldn’t take much knowledge of 
mathematics to see that the 
chance of drawing one of two 
cards is only half that of drawing 
one of four.

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NOTHER representative from 
these two- or three-person 
families conscientious about 
saving grain wants more ways to 
use up their stale felt-over bread. 
She wants a method that is dif- 
ferent, delicious and comparative- 
ly speedy, The first use that comes 
to mind and which meets all these 
requirements is the French toast 
sandwich, With a variety of fill- 
ings, one can turn stale bread 
slices into good, hot main dishes 
for breakfast or luncheon, 
Fillings may be made ahead of 
time, put into a small jar with 
tight fitting cover and placed in 
the refrigerator _a day or so with- 
out any fear of deterioration. 
These sandwiches are ready to 
serve as soon’as the fillings can 
be spread, the sandwich assembled, 
given its milk-egg dip and 
browned to that luscious golden 


color. It ig a little detail, but 
flat bread slices that match in 
size make the best looking nai 
—uneven slices will not He snu 
against the bottom of the skille 
and so will not brown hs ake 
formly, unless the _ siices are 
soaked through and through in 
the milk-egg mixture and are 
pressed into shape, but that would 
influence the consistency and 
quality of the filling, too. The 
slices soak up enough liquid in 
the time it takes to quickly dip 
them in and out of the mixture, 
The quality of toast is also in- 
fluenced by the dipping mixture, 
It should be rich in egg content. 
Here are two good ways to make 
the stuffed sandwiches that should 
go a long way in solving this stale 
bread problem: 

Ham, Cheese French Toast 

Sandwiches. 

One-fourth pound sliced boiled 
Lam (3 slices), three thin slices 
cheddar cheese, six slices day-old 
white bread (not thin sliced), one 
and one-half teaspoons prepared 
mustard, one: egg, One-third cup 
milk, one-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Place ham on three.slices bread. 
Spread with one-half teaspoon pre- 
pared mustard. Over mustard 
place slice cheese, Top with re- 
maining slices bread cut in half. 
Egg, add milk and galt; beat thor- 
oughly, but not until frothy. Dip 
both sides sandwiches lightly into 
egg mixture. Brown slowly on 
both sides over medium heat. Re- 
move to serving plate, Serve while 
hot with cole slaw or carrot sticks 
and celery. Makes six sandwiches, 

Apricot French Toast. 

One cup dried apricots, one cup 
water, two tablespoons sugar, two 
tablespoons finely chopped coco- 
nut or two tablespoons finely 
chopped, blanched almonds; one- 
eighth teaspoon almond extract if 
almonds are used, two eggs, two- 
thirds cup milk, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon cinna- 
mon, 12 slices thin sliced day-old 
bread, two or three tablespoons 
shortening. 

Simmer apricots in water with 
sugar until soft and plump. Water 
should be completely absorbed. 
‘ 201. Chop coarsely. Add coconut 
or almonds. Beat eggs thoroughly. 
Add milk, salt, and cinnamon. 
Beat well, but not until too frothy. 
Set aside. Spread apricot mixture 
over six slices bread using two 
tablespoons apricot on each slice. 
Top with remaining slices of 
bread, Press together firmly and 

t each sandwich in half diag- 
onally. Dip in egg mixture on 
both sides being careful not to let 
soak too long in egg mixture. 
Brown on both sides over medium 
heat in small amount of shorten- 
ing.
